Claim Objections 

2. Claims 8-9 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

In claim 8 line 2, " said projecting portions" should be - said projecting portion-?. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by Farmer 
(4,795,856) 

Farmer discloses: 

Regarding claim 1, an elastic grommet G (see figs 1-2, column 3 lines 35-45) main body 
passing an electric wire C therethrough (see figs 1-2, column 3 lines 24-60); and a hold 
member 4 (see fig 1 , column 3 lines 45-65) being disposed on an outer surface of said 
grommet main body at an intermediate portion in a lengthwise direction of said grommet main 
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body (see fig 2), whereby said hold member is mountable on a mounting part B (see fig 1 , 
column 3 lines 40-55). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 2-9 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The primary reasons for the indication of the allowability of claims 2-9 are the inclusion 
therein, in combination as currently claimed, of the limitation of said grommet main body has 
bellows portions at the both side thereof, wherein said hold member is disposed 
on said cylindrical portion (for claims 2-9). 

The previously listed limitation is neither disclosed nor taught by the prior art of record, alone 
or in combination. 

Other prior art cited 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Magyar, Strong, Destruel, Burton, Fujita, Ishida and disclose a grommet similar 
to applicant's claimed invention.
